They expressed a fear 
that the bill would be rushed through the 
senate before Christmas. The only hope of 
defeating it, they believed, was to show up 
the bill initsevery feature to the country, 
Which would set the newspapers to fighting it 
bitterly. By this method they think there is 
& possibility of arraying enough republicans 
against it to defeat it. The brakes will be ap- 
plied in the house at once. 

Senator Turpie, of Indiana, has been selected 
by the democrats to make the opening speech 
in Opposition to the force bill. He will prob- 
ably speak tomorrow. 

Mr. Crisp Talks. 

‘The Star this afternoon prints a short inter- 
view with Judge Crisp, prefaced with the re- 
marks that although the Georgian is not yet 
an announced candidate for the speakership of 
the next house, man y democrats, and perhaps 
the majority of the republicans, regard him as 
the best man to fill the chair now occupied by 
Speaker Reed. In the interview, Judge Crisp 
Says: 

“This promises to be a busy session, but just 
now 1t would be somewhat difficult to predict 
as to the measure which will give us the most 
work, but I suppose it will bo the reapportion- 
ment bill, That will doubtless be passed, and 
it may be that the senate will make a 
law of the force bill. We need not anticipate 
any great amount of disturbance over the re- 
appointment bill. If the measure is con- 
structed on a fair basis, there will be nothing 
in it for any reasonable man to object to. In 
many sections the passage of the biil would be 
of considerable advantage to the democratic 
party, for it now controls several legislatures 
not ordinarily of that political complexion. 
With a combination of democratic legislature 
and reappointment bill, some of the new states 
might easily be redistricted. It isnot improbable 
that this session will cause the census bureau 
some uneasiness. Complaints from New York 
as to the inaccuracy of that city’s census, are 
too numerous to be disregarded, and the testi- 
mony of the police census seems to be convinc- 
ingly strong.”’ 

“Was the Georgia census satisfactory ?” 

“I think so. There wasa little dissatisfac- 
tion in some of the towns because the figures 
did not come up toexpectation, but it was only 
& little. Asawhole, I think the census in 
Georgia was fair and accurate. It was taken 
by a good classof mon. The earthquake on 
the 4th was totally inexplicable as a general 
thing. Different localities were differently 
affected. There are in this congress twenty- 
three or twenty-four southern republicans. In 

he next congress there will be just four, and 
the force bill didit. It absolutely paralyzed 
the republican party in the south.’’ 

THE MESSAGE FORGOTTEN. 

The great message is already a thing of the 
past, partially because there was little in it, 
and .partially because the republicans have 
gotten towork so quickly and so earnestly 
that the force bill and other questigms are ap- 
permosttn every one’s thoughts. “Tlie repub- 
licans, in a word, of course, Say they are satis- 
fied, and decidedly pleased with the force bill 
paragraph. The democrats aro delighted 
With it, because itis so unwise and directly 
antagonistic to whatthe people want, Mr. 
Springer, of Illinois, puts it this way: “We 
paralyzed them on the tariff and the force bil] 
on the 4th of November. If they adhere to 
these measures as recommended by Mr. Har- 
rison, we will pulverize them atthe next 
election.’”’ 

An Apportionment Proposed. 

Mr. Frank, of Missouri, introduced a re- 
apportionment bill today, making the member- 
ship of the house 356. This is the smallest 
membership that would prevent the loss of a 
congressman to any state. Based on this mem- 
bership the ratio of presentation would be one 
congressman to every 173,901 of population, 
and under it Georgia’s dclegation would be 
increased to eleven, a gainof one member. 

The international Copyright. 

The international copyright law was the 
bone of contention in the house today. From 
the start it was evident that a large majority of 
the house favored the bill, but the minority, 
who opposed it, were firm in their opposition, 
and resorted to filibustering. They first raised 
the question of consideration. Defeated on 
that, a number of dilatory motions were made, 
on each of which they were defeated, and 
when the time for adjournment arrived the 
preceding question had been ordered. The 
bill is quite certain to pass tomorrow. Then 
it will be ready for the president's signature, 
having passed the senate at the last session. 
All the Georgia men présent voted against 
the bill, not, they say, because of the main ob- 
ject of the bill, but because of some of the fea- 
tures. Mr. Blount was particularly vigorous 
in his opposition. Heit was who made many 
of the dilatory motions to stave the bill off.

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THE ELECTION BILL. 


It Is Taken Up by the Senate—The Day 
Spent in Reading It. 


W AsnIN“GTon, December 2.—Among the various 
communications and petitions presented and re- 
ferred were numerous petitions for the amend- 
ment of the tariff bill by providing for a rebate on 
manufactured tobacco, Aléo the annual report of 
the secretary of the treasury. 

Among the bil!s introduced and referred were 
two free-coinage bills, by Messrs. Teller and 
Piumb; one by Mr. Daniel to allow a rebate or 
drawback on tobacco and spuff held in stock on 
January 1, 1891, and one by Mr. Ingails authoriz- 
ing the secretary of agriculture to distribute seed 
to citizens of Kansas and Nebraska who have 
suffered trom drought during the present year.

Mr. Hoar moved to proceed to the consideration 
of the house bill to amend and supplement the 
eleetion laws of the United States, and to provide 
for the more efficient enforcement of such laws.

INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 


The Bill Is Brought Up in the 
What It Provides For. 
WASHINGTON, December 2.—The speaker laid 
before the house the senate bill referring to the 
court of claims the claim of the Chesapeake Fe- 
malic college for property destroyed during the 
war. In discussion of the bill, Mr. Wheeler, of 
Alabama, taking advantage of recognition, pro- 
ceeded to argue that the mission of section 30 of 
the tariff bill from the enrolled copy rendered the 
entire billanullity. In vain did the speaker en- 
deavor to confine Mr. Wheeler's remarks to the 
bill under discussion, Mr. Wheeler contendin 
that his remarks were pertinent, insofar as th 
pending measure involyed an expenditure of

money, which was to Le raised by the tariff act, | 


The speaker suggested that the measure involved 
no expenditore of money, but Mr. Wheeler con 
troverted this point. 

Finally ten minntes were yielded to Mr 
Wheeler, who proceeded with his argument that 
the whole tariff bill was a necessity. 

The pending bill was then passed—yeas, 121; 
hays, 80. 

in the morning hour, Mr. Simonds, of Connecti- 
cut, from the committee on patents, called up for 
consideration the copyright bill.

A NEW APPORTIONMENT. 


A Bill Offered in the House Yesterday b, 
Mr. Frauk. 

WASHINGTON, Decembcr 2.—In the house today, 
Mr. Frank, of Misseuri, introdaced for referen®e, 
a bill making an apportionment of representatives 
in congress under the eleventh censitg. It provides 
that aiter the 3d of March, 1895, the hguse of rep- 
resentatives shall be composed of 356 members, to 
be apportioned among the several states as fol- 


lows: 

Alabama, 9; Arkansas, 6; California, 7; Colo- 
rado, 2; Connecticut, 4; Delaware, 1; Florida, 2; 
Georgia. 11; Idaho, 1; lilinois, 22; Indiana, 13; 
lowa, 11; Kansas, 8; Kentucky, 11; Louisiana, 
G; Maine, 4; Maryland, 6; Massachusetts, 13; 
Michigan, 12; Minnesota, 7; Mississippi, 7; 
Missouri, 15; Montana, 1; Nebraska, 6; Nevada, 
1; New lampshire, 2; Now Jersey, 8; New York, 
34; North Carolina, 9; North Dakota, 1; Ohio, 21; 
Oregon, 2; Pennsylvania, 30;, Khode Island, 2; 
South Carolina, 7; South Dakota, 2; Tennessee, 
10; Texas, 13; Vermont, 21; Virginia, 10; Wash- 
ington, 2; West Virginia, 4;;Wisconsin, 10; Wyom- 
ing, 1. 

Representatives from states hereafter admitted 
into the nnion shall be in addition to the number 
herein provided. 

The bill provides for redistricting the states 
and that representatives to the fifty-third and 
subsequent congresses shall be elected by dia- 
tricts composed of territory contiguous, adjoin- 
ing and compact,so0 that the distance from the 
central point to the several boundaries shall be as 
nearly equal as practicable, and-the population 
not greater nor less by more than 5,000 than the 
average population of districts in the state. 


RAIDING THK CATTLE HERDS. 


The Hostile Indians Running Off Govern- 
ment Cattle. 

Sr. PAuL, December 2.—-A Pioneer Press corres- 
pondent at Pine Ridge agency, 8. D., telegraphed 
that paper that John Dwyer, chief herder of the 
government herds, in whose charge were 3,000 cat- 
tle for use in giving rations to Indians, with his 
herders. bas been vompelied to keep constant 
guard to prevent a surprise by Indians, and finaily 
they had to leave the herds and look out for their 
lives. Of a herd of 3,000$head the Indians seized 
all, killing some for immediate use and driving 
the rest into the Bad Lands for future consump- 
tion. There will, therefore, be no cattle for ra- 
tions for the indians next week, as many more 
cattle belonging tothe Rosebud agency have been 
also captured bytne Indians. Chief Fast Thun- 
der reached Pine Ridge, last night and reports 
that the Indian cainp at Rosebud is receiving ad- 
ditions from all sides, and are headed toward 
Grass Basin in the Bad Lands. 

THE DANCES CONTINUE. 

Sr. Lovrs, December 2.—A special from Fort 
Reno, Nevada, to Geaeral Wesley Merritt, in com- 
mand of the department of Missouri, says: 
“Christ dances at present are being held at 
Wishitaw river cantonment and the Red Hills, 
the Red Hill’s dances being conducted by Sitting 
Bull in person. Northern Arapahoes, whe have 
been in the vicinity for months, claim to be 
disciples of the new Christ. Sitting Bull announced 
that when the dance 1s completed he will return 
to his home in the north. Ashe has already col- 
lected a herd of forty or fifty ponies, presents 
from believers in the new Christ. his announce- 
ment is probably sincere. When he goes it is 
probable excitement among the Indians will sub- 
side.’ General Merritt bas received orders to 
send troops atiFort Lewis, Col., to Fort Meade.

THE CITIZENS’ ALLIANCE. 

An interesting development is the rapid 
spread out west, within a few weeks, of an 
organization known as the Citizens’ Alliance. 
Its membership includes classes ineligible to 
membership in the Farmers’ Alliance who 
subscribe to alliance principles. Thus we 
have the rural and the urban alliance, cov- 
ering all classes of citizens. 

A dispatch has been sent to The New York 
Sun to the effect that if Cleveland and Blaine 
are the two presidential candidates in 1892 
there will be a third ticket put into the field, 
not under the auspices of the alliance, but of 
the Citizens’ Alliance. 

Dr. Macune denies any knowledge of §the 
movement, and the story seems an improbable 
one, for the Citizens’ Alliance is only open to 
those who cannét get into the Farmers’ Alli- 
ance, and it can therefore only admit a 
migority of the people. 

President Polk’s Message. 

After congratulations to the order, he says: 

Profoundly impressed with the magnitude of 
this great revolutien for reform, involving issues 
momentous and stupendous in their character, as 
affecting the present and future welfare of the 
people, the public mindis naturally directed to 
this meeting with anxious interest, if not solici- 
tude,and you eannot be unmindful of the import- 
ance and responsibility that attaches to your 
action as representatives. 

AGRICULTURAL DEPRESSION. 

Referring to the depression in agriculture, 
he says: 

Never perhaps, in the history of the world has 
industry andeconomy of thought been more in- 
tenseiv engaged than for thé past two years in 
this country in the investigation of the causes 


. which have conspired to place agriculture ‘so far 


in the rear in the race of materia! progress. This 
investigation, earnest, sincere and searching, has 
led to the general, if not universal conviction,that 
it is due in large measure and in most part, to the 
impartial, discriminating and grossly unjust na- 
tional legislation. 

Emboldened by the rapid growth of its (the 
money) power, it has levied tribute onthe great 
political parties of the geountry, which must be 
paid in_ servile subserviency to 
its greedy demands. High places’ in 
politicsandin government have been intrusted 
to its chosen servants and suborned leaders, 
who scorn the will and the interests of the people. 
We are rapidly drifting from the moorings of our 
fathers and stand today inthe crucial era of our 
tree institutions, of freeform of government and 
of Christian civilization. To rescue these inesti- 
mable blessings and interests from the impending 
peril, should be the self-imposed duty of all 
patriots throughout the land. 

THE PROGRESS OF THE ORGANIZATION. 

He then takes up organization: 

Since our last annual meeting in the city of St. 
Louis the states of [iMois, Indiana, Michigan, 
North Dakota, California, Colorado, West Virginia, 
Pennsylvania and Oklahoma have been added to 
the roll call of our supreme council. Organizers 
are at work in the states of Washington, Oregon, 
Ohio, New York, New Jersey and Arizona, and in 
alithese states “The fields are ripe unto the 
harvest, but the laborers are few.”

LEGISLATIVE REFORM.

dicated by your body. I would respectfully sag-

to each of the states in printed form, t rough the 
national secretary, for distribution to the reform 
press, lecturers and membership of the order, all 
measures or bills together with the argument in 
their favor as they may decide should be enacted 
into laws. Letit be required further, that the 
legislative council hall keepa correct record of 
all its proceedings, whieh ehall be submitted 
through its chairman to the next annua! meeting 
of the supreme council. This bedy will exert a 
great moral influence, and with the influence of 
the reform press throughout the states, would 
establish and solidify a power which could not 
fail to exercise @ most beneficial effect on public 
affairs.

Hence, first and foremost in our * on of 
principles,” we announce that we are “to labor for 
the education of the agricultural classes in the 
science of econcmaical governinent, in a strictly 
non-partisan spirit, and so bring about more per- 
fectunion of classes.” Were it the design of 
the iraimers of our organic law to impress our 
membership with the responsible and patriotic 
duty of reaching that exalted standard in citizen- 
ship to which all American freemen should 
aspire, and to assert that our i 
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history of this conntry, let us not impair its pres- 


by indifference or inactivity on the 
oné hand, or by grasping for the impracticable or 
the unattainable on the other. Strong as we are, 
and strong as we must become, strong enough if 
united to render our lines impreguable to any 
open or opposing force, yet we are not 
strong enough, nor can we be, to 
Withstand the intrigue and treachery of 
our foes within. : 

Indeed, the evasion of this great issue has been 
prominentiy characterized by the two great parties 
for the past twenty-five years. The great absorb- 
ing questicn, let me repeat before the American 
people, isnot whether the democratic or the re- 
pub atty, with their evident subserviency to 
the will of corporate and money powers, shall be 
in the ascendency, but the question is whether 
under our republican form of government, the 
citizen or the dollar shall be the sovereign. 

Let the people here represented continue to 
reiterate, and with increased emphases demand, 
first that silver shall be restored to its dignity and 
place as a money metal with all the rights of coin- 
age and allthe qualities of legal tender which 
gold possesses. 

2. Taat the eurrency of the country shall 
be direct to the people at a new rate of interest 
and without discrimination, and shall be a legal 
tender for all debts. public and private. 

3. That taxation sball be more nearly equalized 
by requiring that all property shall bear a just 
proportion of its burdens. 

4. That alien ownership of land should be re- 
sisted and prohibited. 

5. That public transportations shquld be owned 
and controlled by the government. 

6. That no class nor interest should be taxed to 
build up any other class or interest. 

7. That publie revenues should be limited to an 
honestly and econowicaily administered govern- 
ment, and for the further security of the public 
welfare let them deniand: . 

8. A just and equitable system of graduated 
taXation on incomes. 

9%. That the election of United States senators 
Shall be by a direct vote of the peopte. 

These demands are the necessary and legitimate 
outgrowth of our rapidly advancing civilization, 
and the highest consideration for the public wel- 
fare and safety should impel us to earnestly and 
persistently endeavor to engraft them upon 9dr 
governmen ial politics. 


TURNED INTO A LOVE FEAST. 

At the conclusion of President Polk’s ad- 
dress, the alliance resolved itself into a sort of 
“love feast,” during which C. A. Power, an 
old union soldier from Indiana, moved that all 
ex-utiion soldiers in the hall, who endorsed the 
sentiments expressed in the speech of Presi- 
dent Fouths, of South Dakota, with ref- 
erence to the burial of sectionalism, rise up to 
be counted, The motion prevailed, and be- 
tween forty and fifty stood up, amid the wild- 
est enthusiasm. Under the inspiration 
of this good feeling, an ex- 
union soldier from Wisconsin. stood 
up in his seat and called upon all union 
soldiers present to give three cheers for the oid 
confederates in the alliance. They were given 
with a will. Then it was the confederates’ 
turn, and they cheered the old soldiers of the 
union with a voluminous heartiness that raised 
no doubt as to the genuineness of their feeling. 
The cheers were mingled with the wild, old- 
fashioned “rebel yell,’ and as its echoes died 
away, one aged veteran of the confederacy 
shouted in‘a voice that rang out clearly 
through the hall: 

“That's the genuine article. I’ve heard it 
afore.”’ 

Polk, Livingston and Macune. 

The Polk-Livingston-Macune matter has 
come to a head, and ig today the subject of 
investigation by a committee, composed of the 
delegates from North Carolina and Georgia, 
who are trying to clearupthe differences 
between Polk on the one hand and Livingston 
and Macune on the other. There 
has been bad feeling between the factions 
ever since Colonel Polk wrote the letter 
which Mr. Norwood used against Pat Cal- 
houn. To that letter, coming from the presi- 
dent of the national allianee, Colonel Living- 
ston attributes the defeat of the alliance in the 
senatorial contest. But that letter is not the 
only casus belli. 

A TELEGRAM IN QUESTION. 

Aboat a week ago there appeared in the St. 
Louis Globe-Deimocrat a long despatch, dated 
Atlanta, and headed “An Alliance Scandal.’’ 
The statement was made that $60,000 had been 
paid for the infinence of alliance newspapers, 
state and national, in behalf of a prom- 
inent railroad. attorney, who was 
a2 candidate for the United States 
senate in Georgia. This was a terrible attack 
on Calhoun, Livingston and Macune. Since 
that dispatch was brought to the notice of 
interested parties they have been after its 
author. . Now they are about to take his scalp. 

The dispatch was traced to Washing- 
ton, from which place it was sent. 
This morning it was thought that 
Mr. Rittenhouse, President Polk’s private 
secretary, was the anthor, but further investi- 
gation shows that he did notsend, the dis- 
patch, though it is alleged that he saw it be- 
fore it went off. A member ofthe committee 
says it is clear that Colonel! Polk had nothing 
to do with the dispatch, and he quotes Colonel 
Polk as saying thathe would discharge Kit- 
tenhouse if he should be proven the author. 

2ittenhouse is the same gentleman who ac- 
quired considerable notoriety not long ago by 
saying to The Washington Post, in an interview 
that Blaine might be the choice of the alliance 
in 1892. The fact that this utterance of a sub- 
ordinate was credited [to the alliance has 
caused no little indignation. The committese- 
men thought the location of the offense at the 
door of a subordinate would relax the tension 
between the two factions, and bring about a 
better understanding. A western leader 
thought the same. He said that if the recon- 
ciliation came about, Polk would be re-elected, 
butif the breach widened, the alliance could 
not afford to take a president from either fac- 
tion. 

CLOVER WILL NOT ACCEPT. 

In this state of affairs Vice President Clover, 
of Kansas, has been much talked about, but 
he assured me this afternoon that he would 
not allow his name to be used, as he thought 
Polk was the man for president. The Georgia 
and North Carolina delegations are trying 
hard to bring about a reconciliation. If they 
do not succeed, the whole affair will come up 
in the convention, and in that event there is 
no telling how wide the breach will grow. <A 
curious feature of the case is the effect 
which the election of General Gordon had 
on the western alliancemen. One of the Kan- 
sas delegation, a congressman-elect, said to me 
that they expected to retire Ingalls, and ex- 
pected Georgia to retire Gordon. Now that 
Gordon is elected, they begin tothink they 
mightas well send back Ingalls. Another story 
current here, is that Ingalls is at the head of a 
farmers’ land lean company, and has the 
property of many of the Kansas legislators in 
his clutches. 

THE LATEST RUMORS. 

It is rumored that a fight will be made on 
Dr. Macune for his support of the Conger 
lard bill, his part in the Georgia senatorial 
race, and the use of railroad passes and some 
Other matters, but the appearance of things 
tonight is that the alliancemen are disposed 
te discountenance factional fights and bring 
about harmony. The North Carolina and 
Georgia delegates have been ia to bring 
about a better understanding between Polk on 
the one hand and Macune and Livingston on 
the other. A member of the deiega- 
tion said he thought a better 
would be reached. Colonel Polk remarked to a 
newspaper man that be had no feeling against

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HOLDING HIS OWN. — 


PARNELLISSTILL LEADER OF THE 
IRISH PARTY. 


AN EXCITING TIME YESTERDAY. 


Mr. Parnell and His Opponents Discuss the 
Question of His Retirement—Bat No 
Vote is Reached. 


Lonpon, December 2.—Further details of 
yesterday’s meeting of the Parnellites do not 
modify any funpleasant characteristic of their 
affairs. Mr. Parnell is described as arrogant 
and overbearirg, ready with an angry retort to 
those who speek against him, and character 
izing Healy as insolent and inrpértinent. 

Today’s meeting was attended by similar 
scenes. Mr. Parnell attacked Barry and 
others for sending dispatches te 
America to influence the delegates 
there. Mr. Sexton was sharply called to 
account by several of Mr. Parnell*s friends for 
having telegraphed to T.. P. O’Connor, in 
America, thata majority of the home-rule 
party favored the retirement of Parnell. Mr. 
Sexton was called upon to withdraw that 
statement. ‘ 

No conclusion was reached today and no 
vote was taken. The party will resume to- 
morrow the discussion of Barry’s motion fos 
the retirement of Parnell. 

Messrs. Arnold, Morley, Sir George Trev: 
elyn, Campbell, Bannerman, Sir William 
Vernon Harcourt, Earl Granville and Mr. 
Shaw assembled at Mr. Gladstone’s residence 
this morning, and conferred foran hour with 
the ex-premier. The subject under discus 
sion was the retirement of the liberal leader. 

It was decided to convoke a meeting of the 
liberal peers and members of the house of 
commons t6 hear a statement by Mr. Glad- 
stone. 

When the Parnellites reassembled this even- 
ing, M. J. Kenny declared thatit would be 
impossible to obtain home rule without form- 
ingan alliance with an English party. He 
strongly objected to subordinating the interests 
of the Irish people to any particular man, and 
Parvell, he said, had been offered an honorable 
compromise. 

The Chairman— What was it? 

Mr. Kenney—To retire temporarily. But, 
instead of accepting this offer, Mr. Parnell! 
has issued a manifesto debarring him from 
the chairmanship henceforth, should a ma- 
jority of his party decide that it 
would be best for him to retire. 
Why did Parnell in June express 
implicit belief in the good faith of the liberal 
party? Having the Hawarden interview in 
mind, asked Kenney, why did he keep the in- 
terviews secret till a personal issue was raised ? 
Neem He (Kenney) bad little hope for the 
future of the lrish party if they depended on 
the chairman to save them from the chicanery 
of English statesmen. 

When the meeting reconvened after dinner, 
Mr. Parnell said he desired to explain the 
misunderstanding between himself and Lane 
that had arisen out of the Barry incident. 
Mr. Healy complained of Parnell’s unfair 
methods as chairman, and a heated altercation 
ensued. 

Mr. Séxton finally appealed to Mr. Healy 
to allow Mr. Parnell the greatest possible lati- 
tude and order was restored. It was elicited 
that Parriell’s secretary, Mr. Campbell, gave 
Tuohy, of the Freeman’s Journal his 
own opinion that Parnell would voluntarily 
retire, Tuohy repeated it in the lobbies of 
parliament.. Mr. Lane admitted that the re- 
port had not influenced’ him at the Leinster 
meeting. Mr. Tuchy was dubious about hav- 
ing conveyed such an impression, but Mr. Mc- 
Carthy testified that Mr. Tuohy gave him to 
understand that Parnell would resign. 

HARRINGTON HOPEFUL. 

CuHIcaGco, December 2.—The Irish envoys were 
in a state of feverish excitement this morning. 
Mr. Harrington was the more hopeful of the dele- 
gation. He had many callers and to each he had 
tne same message in response to inquires: 

‘‘T have full advices. Parnellis safe. The man 
who has handled this great Irish party for eleven | 
years so suecessiully, often in the face of his own 
friends, willdoit now.

the American people. Cold, selfish, arro- 


gant, conceited and narrow-minded, he gives. 


no evidence whatever tLat he is president of 
the United States. For him the people and 
their desires have no real existence. He en- 
dorses the reports of his underlings, en- 
deayors to bolster up the dead cause of the 
meénometallists, and then turns with 4 pious 
grin to the work of egging the republican 
congress on to disfranchise the white people 
of the south in the interest of the corrupt 
party over which he and Matthew S. Quay 
preside. 

The extent of his statesmanship is fully 
exhibited in the arguments he presents in 
behalf of the force bill—arguments which 
might have come from any republican heeler 
or touter.

The Law’s Delay. 

In his recent official report Attorney Gen- 
eral Clifford Anderson voiced the sentiment 
of the people of the state in recommending 
a change in our criminal laws, which would 
facilitate the business of the courts and dis- 
pose of capital cases ina shorter period than 
heretofore. . 

There can be no doubt that the law’s de- 
Jay in criminal cases has been prejudicial 
to the administration of justice, and in 
many instances has prevented it altogether. 
Capital cases have been dragged from court 
to court on the flimsiest technicalities, and 
have lingered solong on our dusty records 
that the public has either lost interest in 
them, or has forgotten them entirely. 

This is instanced in the Woolfolk case, of 
which the attorney general says: ‘A law 
which admits of such delay as to enable in- 
genious counsel to postpone the punishment 
of a guilty client for more’than three years 
after the perpe}jration of the crime, must be 
radically defective.” Even Woolfolk grew 
tired of it and declared that he would rather 
be hanged than wait on the law any longer! 

It is shown in this report that, as the law 
now stands, itis not difficult to postpone 
the review of acase by the supreme court 
until the second term after the one at which 
the party. was convicted in the superior 
court, or to delay a hearing in the supreme 
court for from six to ten months after con- 
viction in the court below. 

It does seem that capital cases might be 
advanced and more rapidly disposed of in 
the supreme courts, and the suggestions of 
the attorney general on this line are worthy 
of note, and should awaken an interest, the 

result of which should be a radical over- 
hauling and modification. 

Criminals s have every legitimate 


‘ing it with cheaper capital, 


chance before the law; but the case of Jarn- 
dyce vs. Jarndyce should not be repeated at 
every criminal trial. Even the criminals, 
who sometimes escape through the law’s 
delay, are weary with long waiting, and, 
as arule, are in favor of expediting busi- 
ness, 

If nothing else"were to be considered, the 
great financial burdens which these pro- 
tracted criminal trials impose upon counties 


that are unable to bear them, should move = 


the legislature to action. There is some- 
thing wrong with the administration of our 
criminal laws, and they can only continue as 
they are against the will and at the expense 
of the people. 

The Capitol Grounds. 


The action of house yesterday in passing 
the bill to appropriate $18,000 for the per- 
manent improvement of the capitol grounds 
will be generally approved. 

Georgia has:the handsomést state capito 
ever builtin this country for the same 
amount ef money. Itisa thing of beauty, 
*but it will never appear to its best advan- 
tage until the grounds are properly im- 
proved. For such a work $18,000 is a mod- 
erate sum, and there is not a thoughtful 
citizen in the state who will object to it. We 
must make our beautiful capitol and its sur- 
roundings worthy in all respects of the great 
people whose public spirit made it possible. 

The practically unanimous action of the 
house doubtless foreshadows the result in 
the senate. 


The Lottery Law in the North. 

After a most successful season in the 
south, where newspapers were boycotted and 
editors arrested, the new lottery law—or 
rather, the law that was designed to affect 
lotteries—has made its appearance in the 
north, where business men are being perse- 
cuted by it. 

This is notably the case in Philadelphia, 
where jewelry merchants, tea merchants and 
other business men are being prosecuted for 
so-called violations of the law. The result 
is, a loud protest and a general revision and 
overhauling of business affected by the far- 
reaching law. 

Northern newspapers that favored this 
law as it was applied in the south are now 
convinced of its perversion. The Buffalo 
Express, for instance, applauded it and, we 
believe, supported the postmaster general in 
the methods he adopted for its enforcement. 
But when the law strikes nearer home that 
paper says? ‘*When prosecution degenerates 
into persecution, the good effects of law are 
sometimes lost sight of.’’ 

It is true that when congress enacted the 
anti-lottery law it had no intention of ap- 
plying it so far as it has been applied; but 
what is the use to protest? The law is in- 
terpreted to suit the men who enforce it, 
and they are going to have their own way 
about it. Ifthe press has been shackled by 
it, what can the general public expect? 


It is said that the lotteries, against which 


the law wasaimed, in some instances have 
not been as seriously affected as certain 
other businesses. The idea seems to be that 
the law must be enforced; and if it does not 
strike the lotteries, it is bound to strike 
something else. That is the way it appears 
to be working. 

The business men have no present remedy. 
They will have to grin and bear it! 


Bound* to Come. 

About a century and a half ago David 
Hume wrote: ‘‘We find that in every coun- 
try into which money begins to flow in 
greater abundance than formerly every- 
thing takes a new face; labor and industry 
gain life; the merchant becomes more en- 
terprising; the manufacturer more diligent 
and skilful, and even the farmer follows the 
plow with more alacrity and attention.” 

What was true 150 years ago is equally 
true today. A safe expansion of the cur- 
rency is an active factor of prosperity. 


This expansion in our own country is 
bound to come, It ig the ruling topic of the 
hour. Nearly 3,000,000 voters connected 
with the Farmers’ Alliance and other in- 
dustrial societies are pushing the subtreasury 
plan. The western states are determined to 
have the free coinage of silver. Senator 
Stanford is working fora law authorizing 
the government to loan money on real 
estate. Then we have the greenbackers and 
the advocates of the remodeling of the na- 
tional banks. With all these elements 
clamoring for the expansion of the currency 
it is safe to predict that it will come in some 
shape in the near future. 

A financial expert, writing on this question 
in The Boston Globe, says that in view of the 
near approach of the time when the national 
banknotes will have to be withdrawn, on 
account of the payment of the bonds by 
which they are secured, it is well to consider 
the abolition of the tax on notes issued by 
private banks. By taking off that tax we 
can have local banks of issue. Such banks 
would adjust the supply of money to the 
business needs of the country, prevent 
panics, stimulate every industry by furnish- 
abolish the 
monopoly of money, and enable the farmers 
to send their products to market at less ex- 
pense than at present. 

It is an encouraging sign to see financial] 
and economic matters so generally dis- 
cussed. The people are getting on the 
inside of the currency problem, and their will 
in the premises will have to be carried out 
by the government.

Is Our Financial System Adequate? 


We referred yesterday to the surprise ex-’ 


pressed by The New York Financial Chron- 
icle at the sudden and almost total disap- 
pearance of the $63,000,000 ‘ef  carrency 
increase issued during the months’ of Sep- 
tember and October. Our esteemed con- 
temporary, which is regarded as an authority 
on all financial! affairs, has hunted for this 
increase in all the banks of the country, but 
has failed to find it, and it is disposed to re- 
gard the matter as something phenomenal. 
We endeavored to point out that the money 
had probably gone where it would do the 
most good, but we lacked the space to re- 
produce and comment on some very suggest- 
ive remarks made by The Chronicle in 
discussing this interesting subject. 

Harking back a little in our financial his- 
tory, The Chronicle discovers that, although 
the government has issued since August 1, 
1889, $11$,386,000 of currency, there has 
been a strained condition of monetary affairs 
during the whole period sinee that date, with 
a panic this year, and nearly a panic Jast 
year.

Our contemporary wants to know if | 
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of currency incapable of any flexibility what- 
ever. 

The arguments of The Chronicle, based 
on these conditions and occurrences, are 
worth no more than the arguments of any 
observant person with reasonable intelli- 
gence, but its certification of the facts to 
which THe ConstiTuTION has been for 
months—and even years—trying to call at- 
tention, is allimportant. Here we havea 
statement and a criticism from the organ of 
finance in New York, and it goes on to take 
the very position occupied by THE ConsrtI- 
TUTION. ‘‘What is wanted then in this 
country,’’ it says, ‘“‘is liberty to commerce, 
under certain restrictions as to security, to 
shape its own currency.

STITUTION has said in behalf of a loca] cur- 
rency that cannot be called away to be 
employed by Wall street in speculation: 

Manufacturing money at Washington to move 
the crops in the vicinity of Kansas City or of 
Spokane Falls, or of Los Angeles or of Vicksburg 
er of Augusta—money that goes east for employ- 
ment in the spring and summer and becomes tied 
up therein questionable enterprises which need 
just such superheated conditions to vitalize them

HON.'T. M. FURLOW DEAD. 


HE DIES FROM THE BMFFECT OF A 
SURGICAL OPERATI ON. 


A Leader and Statesman of Ante-Bellum 
Days—A Man Often Honored by the 
People of His State. 


Hon. Timothy Matthews Furlow is dead, 

He died yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock. 

His death was somewhat sudden, resulting 
from or rather following a few minutes after 
a surgical operation had been performed upon 
his jaw. 

Colonel Furlow was one of the leading fig- 
ures in Georgia politics up to a few years ago, 
when he retired to private life. 

As such his death will be regarded with sorrow 
all over the state. :

While he never 
resided in Atlanta, he had many persona! friends 
here, a3 he served several terms in the legislature 
and was one of the prominent figures at most of 
the conventions Which gather at the capital. 

ABOUT HIS LIFE. 

Timothy Matthews Furlow was born in Morgan 
county in October, 1814. When two years old he 
was adopted by his uncle, Timothy Matthews, of 
Bibb county, for whom he was named. 

With his uncle, a prominent man in his day, he 
got his start in life, « common school education 
and a partial collegiate course. 

He attended the State university at Athens, 
going throu.h the junior year,but not graduating. 

While yeta voung m_n, before he was thirty 
years o'd, he entered politics and had represented 
Bibb county in both senate and house. Durng 
his terms he was one of the feaders. His career 
was marked by energy and foresight. 

In 1845 he removed from Bibb county to 
Houston, and from there he went to Americus in 
1849, 

To his e‘forts was largely due the buiiding of 
the Southwestern railroad through Americus. 

He was elected to the legislature from Sumter 
county, serving several terms in both senate and 
house with distinction. 

He was also re-elected mayor of the city of 
Americus for a number of terms since his residence 
there. 

In 1877 he was chosen to represent Sumter 
county in the constitutional convention, since 
which time he has tuken no active part in politics. 

Colonel Furlow was a candidate tor governor in 
1863, but was defeated by Governor brown. 

He was a distinguished citizen and « statesman.

THE SUPREME COURT DECIDES A 
FAMOUS CASE. 


The State and Other Creditors Will Have 
Some Moncy Vet —About $70,000 to Bo 
Divided-—Stery of the Case. 


THE Constiruriow of yesterday contained 
in its headnotes of supreme court cases a de- 
cision in which many peoplein Atlanta and 
Georgia are deeply interested. 

This was the final decision in the famous 
Citizens’ bank case; and the decision 
incans that the state will recover the amount 
due it from the bank and there will be some 
money left for the other creditors. 

Judge Faliigant, of the Eastern circuit, ren- 
dered the decision, Chief Justice Bleckley 
being disqualified. The headnotes told the 


English for others who are interested : 

On the 13th of March, 1881, the Citizens’ bank 
failed. It was astate depository and owed the 
state something over $100,000, besides being in- 
debted to other creditors something over $350,000, 
It was decided by the supreme court shortly atter- 
warts that the state had a prior lien over a}! other 
creditors. Theasseta of the bank were collected 
to some extent and the indebtedness to the state 
was reduced t+ about $40,000. 

On the morning of the failure the bank paid to 
the Western and Atilautic Railnoad Compan 
about $18,90);to the Gate City National Bank 
$17,500, and to the Atlanta National 88,400. The 
bank inade an assignment of its effects to Messrs. 
Hill & Thompson. The state filed a bill to set that 
aside andin the proceeding that followed Hill & 
Thompson were appointed receivers. 

Subsequently an order was made directing them 
to bring suit. gainst the two banks and the rail- 
road company to recover the assets received by
